XMAS BOXES 10 NAVY 
BY NOVEMBER 15TH 


Washington.— Christmas packages 
for men serving on naval vessels 
abroad must reach New York not 
later than November 15, Secretary 
Daniels has announced. 

Packages sent by parcel post must 
be enclosed in substantial boxes, 
with hinged or screw top covers, to 
facilitate opening and inspecting. 

Boxes sent by express are limited 
to twenty pounds, should be not more 
than two cubic feet in volume, be of 
wood well strapped and have hinged 
or screw tops. 

No perishable food products other 
than those in cans or glass jars 
should be packed. 

All packages must be marked with 
the name,and address of the sender, 
with a notation “Christmas box,” 
and must be forwarded in care of 
the Supply Officer, Fleet Supply Base, 
Twenty-ninth street and Third ave- 
nue, South Brooklyn, New York.
